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WILDERNESS CONFERENCE CALLS FOR REPEAT 


With every minute of the two-day agenda 
crowded with interesting discussion, the 
first High Sierra Wilderness Conference, 
held April 8 and 9 at the Hotel Clare- 
mont in Berkeley, was declared highly 
successful by all participants, 

Outstanding feature of the Conference 
was the spirit of harmony and cooperation 
throughout, from Francis Farquhar's wel- 
coming address and Lowell Sumner's intro- 
duction of the first discussion toric 
right down to the work of the Summaries 
Committee-and the closing dinner, it 
was clearly evident that all who partici- 
pated recognized their common stake in 
the problems of the wilderness and the 
urgent necessity of attacking them to- 
gether. Of course, no problem has been 
solved--that would be too big an order 
for two days! work--but a good start has 
been made, and each of the many agencies 
represented at the Conference now has a 
full appreciation of the earnest coop- 
eration to be expected from other groups. 

If anybody went to the Conference with- 
out a clear idea of the importance of 
High Sierra meadow protection, he surely 
must have had his eyes opened, Meadows 
and grazing problems are of high impor- 
tance on everybody's list. Of scarcely 
less importance is the preservation of 
wilderness atmosphere, through prevention 
of damaging overuse or misuse, and throug 
education of those who do use the wilder- 
ness appropriately so that they them- 
selves will leave the least possible evi- 
dence of their visits. 

The small committees appointed to 
summarize the various discussions did a 
most excellent job, and a forthcoming 
Bulletin will carry their condensed re- 
ports of the proceedings. 

It was agreed that. the Conference

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Are the Big Trees on the Way Out? 


Reproduction of some of the most important 
of California forests has even the 
foresters puzzled. lkay of our Big Tree 
Sequoia Gigantea) groves are not per- 
manent, As the old giants die out, they 
will be replaced by other species. This 
was brought out in a very interesting 
and thought-provoking talk by Professor 
I S. Baker, Dean of the U. C. School 
of Forestry, at our April meeting. fFro- 
fessor Baker gave us a general intro- 
duction to the principles of plant suc- 
cession,.and posed a forestry problem 
of great importance to conservationists. 
Plant succession is the gradual re- 
placement of one plat form by another; 
lichen-covered rock, then moss, herbs, 
brush, and finally forest; and similar- 
ly, from pond to forest. Under limita- 
tions of soil and climate, any stage 


Canyon HNationalcould be the climax, but forest is the 


top of the scale. Each step will even- 
tually lead to the next. 

"Forest't as a generd category is not 
the final climax, trees, includ-= 
ing the Big Tree and sugar pine, are 
climax species, Seedlings of these 
trees do not survive in the shade of 
parent trees, and are crowded out by 
other species, such as the white fir 
and cedar. Preservation of these sub- 
climax forests cannot be done by just 
maintaining the present stmds; if left 
alone they may not replace themselves. 

If we wish to continue our forests of 
sugar pine and Big Trees beyond the life 
of the trees already there, we must make 
it possible for reproduction by clearing 
some open ground where seedlings can ger- 
minate--or by hand planting and subse- 
quent care of the young seedlings.

NARROW ESCAPE AT DEVILS SLIDE 
Three weeks ago on March 27, two mem- 
bers-of the Bay Chapter Rock Climbing 
Section, Jim Wilson and .‘im Kemp, were 
involved in a peculiar ektabing acci= 
dent. 
The group, led by John Salathe and 
Don Evers, arrived at Devils Slide 
early in the morning to find a good day 
for climbing, except for the high waves 
and wind. Salathe decided that a rappel 
down to the lunch ledge would be S.0.P. 
Meanwhile, Kemp and one of the girls had 
taken the regular route down. ‘While at- 
tempting to cross to the lunch spot be- 
tween waves they were caught unaware by 
a huge one. Kemp was washed into a surg- 
ing trough while the girl was deposited on 
the lunch spot. Immediately rescue op-= 
erations began. Wilson and two others 
climbed down the same way Kemp had gone in 
an effort to rescue him. Wilson belayed 
the two across and told them to help Kemp 
as he was going back. Just then Wilson 
was caught by another a Wave » 
slammed against the rocks and almost. 
swept out to sea. (That was the fate 
of his green pl inbine hat.) Although 
injured, he was able to crawl to safety. 
By this time a group of well-stocked 
rescuers had climbed down to aid. Kemp 
was finally pulled out and both were 
treated for shock. Blankets, dry clothes, 
and even hot tea were available. Both 
men were able to make the climb back up. 
Later it was learned that Wilson had a 
cracked vertebra. Kemp, the luckier of 
the two, came out with only cuts and 
bruises. Only those who were there were 
able to appreciate the massive height 
of the waves. 
An accident of this type points out 
the necessity of closer cooperation be= 
tween the climbers and leaders. Not only 
at Devils Slide but at Hunters Hill and 
Pine Canyon the climbers should watch 
out for things which might lead to a 
similar accident. No one can be too 
careful. Even the use of several pitons 
instead of one will not condemn you. 
Some day you may be thankful that you had 
their protection. I think that climbing 
is a lot safer than driving over the 
Bay Bridge. Here's wishing everyone 
"good climbing" this summer,

on nea April pril 19, a ‘a delegation “from the B Butano Forest Associates, including 
representatives from organizations all over California, called upon Governor Earl 
Warren to urge his support of the Butano Forest purchase bill, A.B, 2339. 

The Sierra Club was represented by our president, Francis P. Farquhar, who made 
a forceful and effective appeal for the Governor's support. 

We are encouraged by the outcome. The Governor agreed that Some way must be 
found to save the Butano but that a specific commitment could not be given on the 
Butano bill now. He said that he would have to watch the balancing out of the 
State's financial commitments and make his decision based on financial considera- 
tions when the bill reaches his desk. 

In the meantime we have the task of pushing the bill through the Assembly and the 
Senate. On Wednesday, April 27 the Conservation, Planning and Public Works Comnit— 
tee of the Assembly will hold a hearing on the bill. Its members should receive 
letters this week reaffirming our interest in the preservation of Butano Fcrest,. 

WRITE to as many of these committee members as you can, remembering that no con- 
verts are made after the first paragraphJ This committee must approve this bill 
before it can be considered on the floor of the Assembly.
